Lord Stanley, in the same debate, said, that on 
sixty-two sugar estates, from January 1 to October, 
1841, the actual loss to the proprietors'was $874,000, 1 
and to December, 988,000, on an outly of $1,250,000. 
And again, Sir Robert Peel, by way of illustrating 
the effect of emancipation, said that an estate which 
before had given a clear profit of .£10,000, 
cultivated at a loss of upwards of .£3,000. And 
Lord Brougham’s bill, which has just, become a 
law, was advocated by himself and by Sir Robert 
Peel, expressly upon the ground that having de¬ 
stroyed the value of West India property by 
cipation, the British parliament were bound, 
act of justice to the West India proprietors, to abo¬ 
lish slavery elsewhere. I cannot give a t 
cible illustration of British philanthropy, than that 
this bill, introduced by Lord Brougham, and sus¬ 
tained by Sir Robert Peel a*td his party, and the 
purpose of which professes to be the suppression of 
slavery and the slave-trade, lakes care to provide 
that although British subjects are forbidden to hold 
slaves, such as now are or may hereafter become 
owners, may sell them, and put the price in their 
pockets. 

We have seen that the tory policy is to depend 
upon the colonies for a consumption of British man¬ 
ufactures, and that the only obstacle is the ina¬ 
bility of their East India subjects to raise cotton, 
sugar, and coffee, in competition with slave labor. 
Sir Robert Peel, in the debate from which I have] 
already quoted, by. way of urging parliament to con¬ 
tinue the duty upon sugar a little longer, said: 

“It was impossible to look to the discussions in 
the United States of America, and especially to the 
conflicts between the northern and southern States, 
without seeing that slavery in that nation stood on 
a precarious footing. Some from humane and be-1 
nevolent motives, some on account, of interested 
fears, begin to look at the great example we have! 
set, and also begin to look at the consequences 
which may result from that example nearer home." 

Now, from whence does ‘Sir Robert Peel deriv 
his information ? Lewis Tappan, in a speech in the 
anti-slavery convention, has said : “ In a conversa¬ 
tion I had with J. Q. Adams upon that subject, he 
said, I deem it the duty of Great Britain, as a Chris¬ 
tian nation, to tell the Texans that, slavery must be 
abolished—that it shall not be planted there, after 
all the efforts and sacrifices that have been made to 
abolish it all over the world. The annexation of 
Texas will, he said, he a leading topic next session ; 
but I will oppose it with all the vigor and talent 
that God has given me. If slavery is abolished in 
Texas, it’must speedily fall throughout America: 
and when it falls in America, it will expire through¬ 
out Christendom.”* 

The same Mr. Tappan, by way of giving greater 
force to his invocation, said : 

“Wd have been taught that there is nobility 
nature as well as in birth ; and it is to that nobility 
that I appeal, when I invoke the British nation to 
aid us in the emancipation of the slaves on the Ame¬ 
rican continent.” 

And Mr. Leavilt himself, in reference to a resolu¬ 
tion calling upon all Christian governments to unite 
their influence to abolish slavery in Texas, said : 

“ He had feelings in reference to this subject, 
since he came to this country, which he never had 
before, at the idea that th.ere should be a state of 
war again between England and America ; but this 
he did know, that the slaveholders in the United 
States had long since deliberately and definitely re¬ 
solved to'bring about a state of war between the 
two countries, for the benefit of slavery.” 

I have neither time nor inclination, at the present 
moment, to multiply quotations from the speeches 
of Mr. Leavitt and his co-eohspirators ; suffice it 
to say, that they appointed a committee to wait 
upon Lord Aberdeen, who gave assurances not only 
to that committee, but to Lord Brougham, in the 
House of Lords, that the influence of the British go¬ 
vernment will be exerted to accomplish their wishes. 
And yet Mr. Leavitt, who is guilty of playing such 
a part—who has 1 thus invoked the aid of this tory 
government—has the impudence to charge that thi 
influence of the tory party of England is to hi 
brought to hear upon our next presidential elec¬ 
tion, and endeavors to create an impression that 
that influence is to be exerted in favor of the demo¬ 
cratic candidate. 

To give color to the charge, that the interests of 
the northwestern States are to be sacrificed by an ! 
arrangement fpr the benefit of the slaveholding 
States, he quotes a paragraph from the London 
Herald, in which that paper refers to me as autho¬ 
rity, and adds: “ The humbug of the affair becomes 
too gross, when Gen. Green and the London Herald 
include hemp and flax amongarticles of export for 
which the men of commerce in America are de 
sitous of obtaining increased facilities, when it it 
known that we import hemp even for our own navy.’ 

The editor of the Herald is a gentleman—a tory, 
and favorable to free trade, except in corn. He did 
me the honor to call on me, and we had several con¬ 
versations, hot only as io the articles to be affected 
by a reduction of duties, but as to what articles 
could, under a system of free trade, be supplied by 
the United States. I gave it as my opinion, that in 
progress of time, when the rich lands of Ohio, Indi¬ 
ana, Illinois, Michigan, and other north western States, 
are brought into cultivation, hemp, flax, and sheep’ 
wool will become important items of our export 
trade. I knew that we are now importing hemp; I 
knew also that there is little or no duty on hemp in 
England. It was named not as an item prohibited 
by a high duty, hut as an item of great consumption 
in England, and which, in progress of time, may be 
supplied from the United States ; and to show that 
in truth such is the variety of our soil and climate, 
and such the energy, industry, and resources of our 
people, that it is the interest of England to look to 
us for supplies, at least so far as will enable us to 
pay for such of her manufactures, as under a wise 
free trade system, it will be our interest to receive 
from her in exchange therefor. In reply to his sug¬ 
gestion that, after the passage of the Canada corn 
hill, no further reduction could be made on the duty 
on corn, I remarked, that the effect of that bill would 
be to enable the northwestern States to supply the 
British market to the exclusion of continental wheat, 
and that, under these circumstances, although I 
could see no good reason why American wheat con¬ 
sumed in England should pass through and pay a 
duty of three shillings in Canada, or-be ground 
Canada, when British mills are idle for want of e 
ployment, I did not believe that the corn laws would 
constitute any substantial difficulty in the proposed 
arrangement of the tariffs of the two countries. 
And upon this conversation I presume the paragraph 
in question was written. Except this, I had nothing 
to do with its publication. 

Mr. Leavitt would persuade the people of the 
northwestern States, that the project of a reciproci¬ 
ty treaty “ is a scheme of the slaveholders that 
“ the landed interest in England are willing to favor 
the idea that free labor, on land held in fee simple, 
cannot raise anything to export,” and that the tory 
party in England are to interfere in the next presi¬ 
dential election—against the abolitionists of course, 
or else Mr. Leavitt and his friends, who had made 
such pathetic appeals to them for their aid ; who 
had admonished them that the purpose of the slave¬ 
holders is war, nothing less than war, and insinua¬ 
ted, yea more than insinuated, that in case of such 
a war, they, Mr. Leavitt and his co-conspirators, 
will be on the side of England, who can doubt that 
they will be so—if they are paid for it ? 

Now, what have these tories done, to justify this 
charge of hostility against the northwestern States ? 

Their wheat, coming to England through Canada, 
pays but four shillings per quarter,fixed duty, where¬ 
as wheat coming from the southern States, or any 
other part of the world, pays, under the sliding 
scale; the lowest rate of which, this year, was four¬ 
teen shillings. 

But it seems that the editor of the Herald has 
said that wheat is but a minor article in the export¬ 
able agricultural products Of the United States, and 
the remark was made in reference to the demand 
for foreign wheat in England, and not in reference to 
its product in America. The whole amount taken 
out of bond this year, I believe, is about 500,0001 
quarters, equal to 4,000,000 bushels, worth, to the 
producer in the western States, about $2,000,000, or 
at most §3,000,000, and the average in a series of I 
y ears, does not exceed 1,500,000 quarters. If, in ad-' 
dition to wheat, the western farmers could import ! 
into this country their beef, pork, bacon, lard, hemp, 
wool, flax, butter, cheese, and many other articles 
which an active commerce would bring into us, 
would it not greatly increase the amount of their 
exports, and would they have cause to complain of' 
an arrangement which secured this to them because 
it leaves their wheat, imported through Canada, sub¬ 
ject to a fixed duty of four shillings, all other wheat 
paying a duty of fourteen shillings a quarter? 

I have said that I wofild not have noticed Mr. Lea¬ 
vitt’s statements were he not the agent of the abo¬ 
lition society. I have obtained a mass of interesting] 
facts and documents in connection with this subject, 


and I too will have something to say to the Ameri¬ 
can people. That there are many pious,philanthro¬ 
pic persons belonging to these societies, both in the 
United States and in England, I do not dispute; but 
it is now of easy demonstration, that sympathy for 
the black man is but a pretense for plundering and 
oppressing the white, and that that which is most 
o he apprehended from the American abolition so¬ 
ciety is, that acting upon public opinion in England, 
they may induce this government to persevere in a 
system of measures having for their object the sub¬ 
stitution of the products of the labor of their East 
India subjects for that of the slave labor of Ameri¬ 
ca, until we are brought into collision; or until the] 
war of material interests shall have progressed so 
far as greatly to increase the difficulties, if not to 
render it impracticable to place the commerce and 
intercourse between the two countries on that favor¬ 
able basis which might otherwise be, at this time, 
so readily accomplished. 

Sir Robert Peel folds his arms, and says, let us 
ake no arrangement now; and why not? because, 
ys he : 

“ It is impossible to ' o.'t to the discussions in the 
United States of Am.. •, and especially to the con¬ 
flicts between the northern and southern States, 
without seeing that slavery in that nation stood on 
la precarious footing. Some from humane and be¬ 
nevolent motives—some on account of interested 
fears, begin to look at the great example we have 
set, and also begin to look at the consequences which 
ay result from that example nearer home.” 

He is urged to repeal the duty on slave-grown su¬ 
gar. He says no, we cannot compete with slave- 
possessing countries, but continue to pay these du¬ 
ties a little longer, and then Cuba, Brazil, and even 
the United States, will abolish slavery—and what 
then ? Why, as the only reason why the East In¬ 
dies cannot drive Cuba, Brazil, and the United Slates 
out of the market, is, that the East India planter 
cannot compete with slave labor, it follows, as s 
matter of course, that when slavery is also abolish¬ 
ed in Cuba, Brazil, and the United States, as India 
has a redundant population,labor will then be chea¬ 
per in India, and that then all the world will be de¬ 
pendent upon England for supplies of sugar, coffee, 
and cotton, produced by the cheaper labor of India 
and purchased in exchange of her manufactures, it 
consequence of her legislative control over the India 
market. 

Who can be surprised, that Sir Robert Peel, and 
other distinguished English statesmen entertain such 
opinions, when we hear the speeches of Mr. Adams 
Congress, and when that venerable but deluded 
in calls upon the British government to exert it 
influence to abolish slavery in Texas, with an assu 
ranee that, this being done, slavery will soon ceas 
to exist in the United States and all over the world 
I have conceived it to be my duty to vo thus int 
detail, because this government is in a crisis, and be- 
1 verily believe that the obstacle which now 
impedes the progress of free trade in thiscoun- 
the hope that slavery will be abolished in the 
United States at a very early day, and that then 
England will again, through her monopoly of the]

concessions to expect. Am I asked, why then have 
the concessions already granted, been given ? The 
answer is, that they are part of hey colonial system, 
and are against, and not in favor, of tjae United 
States. 

One word more, and I have done. You will 
ember that. I wrote to you, in advance of Lord 
Ashburton’s mission, that the real point of conten¬ 
tion was the northwestern boundary. Mr. Leavitt 
knows that the Oregon and right of search ques¬ 
tions are New England questions. 

They are questions affecting the property and the 
ten of our hardy sailors, and of them almost exclu¬ 
sively. , He knows, or he ought, to know, that there 
is great cause to fear that England never will yield 
her claims, and we certainly will not relinquish our 
rights, in the Pacific. If we are to have war with 
England, it. will be because we have first, permitted 
her to re-establish herself in Texas—to have con¬ 
verted that republic into a refuge for robbers and 
runaway slaves, and because she will believe that 
the abolitionists of the North will unite with her in 
a war upon the institutions and property of the 
South, and thus accomplish her great purpose of 
universal dominion over the white man, under the 
pretense of emancipating the black. 

I would call the attention of the American people 
to the fact, that the parries in England which en¬ 
tertain these views are now standing with folded 
arms, lookirlg at the progress of events—that no one 
knows what a day may bring forth ; and I will add 
my earnest belief, that there never was a time 
when the condition of things in the old world 
much deserved the attention of all those who wi 
to perpetuate the institutions and the liberty of the 

We should remember that England is governed 
by her interest; that all the parties here concur in 
the opinion that the restoration of her prosperity de¬ 
pends upon increasing the consumption of her man¬ 
ufactures. That while the Duke of Wellington and 
the lory party believe that the surest and best means 
of doing this, is to increase her colonial possessions, 
and monopolize their markets, the liberal and freej 
trade party, who, disgusted with the whigs, put the 
tories into power, believe that once establish free 
trade, and then it will be for the interest of England 
that the colonies shall become independent nations 
as soon as they are competent to govern themselves. 
That tltis party desire to see all other nations pros¬ 
perous, because in proportion to their wealth and 
prosperity will be the ability to consume the pro¬ 
ducts of British industry. Let us be true to our¬ 
selves—let us demonstrate that, there is no found-a- 
for Sir Robert Peel’s belief, that Mr. Adams 
and his co-conspirators can dissolve the Union or 
abolish slavery, and the good sense of this great 
people will coerce this government into making ar¬ 
rangements with us, that will so much identify 
their interests with on; as to terminate forever the 
intrigues which now threaten to disturb our peace. 
What would England care about our occupation of I 
Oregon, if she had free trade with us? But let her 
believe that we are to be torn by internal dissen¬ 
sions—that abolitionists are about to destroy the 
lue of our slaves, and that they may soon expect 
substitute the products of India for those of Arne- 
a, and it will be the interest of England to aid 
them, even by a war, in the accomplishment of that - 
object. She has too much diplomatic t 
knowledge her real purpose, because tl 
alarm the other European powers, who are to be the 
victims of her policy ; and hence she will keep the 
Oregon question open, to be used as the pretense on 
which hostilities are to commence. And this will 
be whenever their American allies, John Quincy 
Adams & Co. can satisfy them that their object, the 
abolition of American slavery, can be accomplished.

AIV INTERESTING SEMINOLE. 

A Seminole, one of that race that has for yeai 
been hunted in the morasses of Florida, by the sol- j 
diers of the United States government, has recently 
visited us. T-he name of this young man—for he 
but nineteen years of age—is Hesti-colluc-chee. ! _ 
is a nephew of Osceola, the celebrated and unfor¬ 
tunate chief, who was betrayed into captivity, and 

bsequently died heart-broken, at Fort Moultrie, 
Charleston. The perfidy of the whites,combined with 
the fact of the sinking fortunes of bis own country, 
overwhelmed his lofty spirit, and he shared the doom 
of his injured and despairing race. The English 
name of tliisyoungSeminole, is John Douglass Bemo. 
He is tail, straight, and well formed, with an unusu¬ 
ally light copper complexion—has brilliant dark eyes, 
[and a profusion of jet-black hair; looks, speaks, and 
walks, like one of a noble race. His history is al¬ 
most miraculous. He has recently delivered public 
addresses in some of the churches in Washingtt 
Alexandria. And although he is but a r 
the use of the English language, and not t 
frequently hesitates and boggles, aslhe expression 
is, yet these addresses have been listened to with 
profound interest, and often with flowing tears. Of 
his father he speaks as slain, not by the sword, but 
by the alcohol of the whites; “ pale faces,” as he con¬ 
stantly calls them. Of his mother he speaks affec¬ 
tionately, and truly she merited the name of mother, 
as she gave birth to sixteen daughters! It was 
while he was roaming the forest, that he heard his 
ame called, as he believed, by the voice of the 
High Spirit,” again and again, at different times. 
He was a heathen—a savage—what could he do? 
What was the meaning of it ? He told what he had 
heard, to his father and mother. They could not 
participate in his feelings, if they believed his testi¬ 
mony. But Hesti-colluc-chee had received impres¬ 
sions which could not be eradicated from his mind. 
In a word, he was convinced that the Great God had 
spoken to him,. He felt himself a sinner, though he 
had never heard the Bible speak—had never seen 
it—knew nothing about it.

LETTER FROM GEORGE BRADBItRN. 

Pendleton, (Indiana,) Sept. 18, 1843. 
William A'. White, Frederic Douglas, and myself, 
ime hither to attend an anti-slavery convention. The 
convention was mobbed, was broken up by as brutal and 
brazen a band of miscreants as Pandemonium itself could 
let. loose upon us. White was hit on the back part of j 
the head by a stone, making a gash in the scalp two' 
inches long, and quite down to the skull, which, also, 
must have been perforated, but for the protection afford¬ 
ed it by his hat,. Douglas, likewise, was struck on f 
head by a stone, which raised a protuberance, nearly 
large as a hen’s egg, though without, breaking the skin, 
besides receiving an injury in the side, and on his right 
hand. He was taken up, and carried to the house of a 
friend, in a state of insensibility. We feared he might 
not recover, but were happily disappointed, for on the 
following day he addressed an audience. Several others ] 
re injured, but none of them dangerously. I received 
injury myself, although I refused to leave the ground 
at the bidding of certain of the scoundrels, who, flourish¬ 
ing brick-bats about my head, swore they would knock 
my brains out if I did not do so. I will give you some of 
the particulars ofthis most diabolical affair. 

It had been intimated to ns, before we arrived at P. 
iat « certain lewd fellows of the baser sort.” in one or 
ore of the adjoining towns, had “organized,” for the 
avowed purpose of preventing us from holding the con¬ 
vention. But to this intimation we gave no heed. Our 
first meeting was held in the Baptist church, and address¬ 
ed by Douglas and White. There was no disturbance. 
Before the hour for onr second meeting had arrived, we 
were told we could not hold it in the church, whose doors 
had been locked by its minister, himself a professed abo¬ 
litionist, who assigned as a reason for thus locking it 
out, that he feared the church would be torn down by 
mob. Fears of a mob also kept him fnom attending any 
of onr meetings; at which, had he been present, such ' 
often the reverence o( mobocrats for clergymen, all vi 
lehce might have been prevented. But he very frankly 
confessed himself to our friend, Dr. Fussell, to be " 
physical coward,” declaring he “dare not attend. 
What a pity such cowardly sentinels should ever 
placed on the watch-tower of the church militant! We 
assembled in front of the church. Our eyes were soon 
attracted by the presence, in the crowd, of sundry nnsha- 
t, lantern-jawed, savage-looking loafers; while Our 
s were saluted by their horrible mutterings of murder 
threats, and blasphemous oaths, against abolitionists 
“ niggers.” They were “ strangers from abroad,” 
had entered the town on horseback, and their courage 
had been stimulated by the spirit of rum. Some of us 
held a little conversation with several of them. I then 
began a speech to the audience, on the rights and 
ests of our northern working-men; but after speaking 
some fifteen minutes, was obliged to desist, not, howevi 
by the mob, bnt by a drenching shower. We adjourn 
to meet on the next morning, in a beautiful wood not I 
where preparations for holding our conventic 
fact, been already made. The mobocrats retired 
without making any assault upon us, save tossing at us 
single stone, and one or two “ evangelical eggs.” 

In the evening, a meeting of the citizens was held, al 
which a resolution, condemnatory of the conduct of the 
s, was passed unanimously, and ordered to be 
posted up about town. By invitation, friend White and 
myself addressed the meet ing. 

On the following morning, we found a good andient 
assembled in the wood. After a few excellent remarks 
from friend White, I spoke an hour and a half, when 1 
was interrupted by an announcement to the meeting from 
Dr. Cook (who, though not professing to be an abolition¬ 
ist, is entitled to especial thanks for his prompt and stre¬ 
nuous efforts, throughout this whole affair, to protect/! 
the right of speech), that the mob was coming ; an an¬ 
nouncement for which 1 was in some measure prepared, 
from certain movements I had noticed while speaking. 
Presently these grim sovereigns of the day, to the num¬ 
ber of about sixty, coatless, with shirt-sleeves rolled up, 
marching in double file, all whll supplied with brick-bats, 
stones, and “ evangelical eggs,” and “ every several 
, with or.e of those weapons in either hand, entered 
upon the ground, halting at the outskirts of the assembly. 
One of them wore a fantastic coon-skin cap, with the, 
tail of that popular animal appended to its front, project- 
r, and nodding spasmodically, over “n forehead villa- 
nslylow”; it had probably been out in “the cider 
barrel campaign” of’40; and its owner all the while 
making special exertions to appear particularly ferocious. 
Their leader bade us disperse. Those, some half dozen 
of ns, occupying the platform, kept their plac 
lion of the audience left theirs in alarm. The mobocrats 
forming a sort of semi-circle in the rear of the audience, 
[then discharged at our heads a volley of their chosen 
missiles, which, however did but little execution. Dr. 
Cook now attempted to address them, and with partial 
success, holding also, brief colloquies with some two or 
three of them, aside. Meanwhile, most of the mobocrats j 
worked their way up to the platform, where While and 
myself also conversed with several of them, s 
heard by the audience. They soon saw that this would 
not do, that the mob’s work could not proceed if Ihey 
lowed the matter to be talked about. Forthwith one 
them leaped upon the platform and strove to harangue 
the people on “ the anti-republicanism and toryism”ofl 
abolitionists, in refusing to vote for slaveholders, and in¬ 
sisting on “ letting the niggers loose for nothing.” But 
his tongue refusing, with most assinine obstinacy, 
utter his feelings, the fellow fell into a paroxysm 
le gesliculation, exhibiting such grotesque, and at l 
te time terrible contortions of trunk and limbs, 
[perhaps were never yet exhibited by any culprit-corpse 
subjected to the action of a galvanic battery. Such a 
demonstration of the muscular capabilities of the genus 
homo, a Majendie, or a Sir Astley Cooper, would have 
given a thousand pounds to witness. It set the audience 
laughing. Finding their tragedy was thus likely do 
rn out a farce, the mob now commenced tearing down 
e platform, which was speedily torn from under our 
feet. And then began a sort of general melee, in which 
White, and Douglas, and several others, were more or 
less injured, as I have before related. Several ruffians 
were seen to fall upon a single individual, heating him 
with frightful ferocity ; when a lad came to Fredei' 
nformed him, that that individual was his friend, 

,ng White. Laying aside his non-resistance principles, 
for the moment, as an uncertain Quaker is said to have 
done, under less provocation, Frederic seized a club, and 
went at the blood-thirsty monsters. The club, however, 
was almost instantly wrenched from his grasp, and find¬ 
ing himself weaponless, he ran, but was soon overtaken, 


and knocked down by his pursuers, who shouted, as they 
pursued their victim, “ kill the digger, kill the d—n nig¬ 
ger,” and one of whom, it was thought, would certainly 
have killed him, but for the timely interposition of White, 
who, by a most dexterous application of Ihe argument a j 
posteriori, sent the miscreant headlong, as, with uplifted I 
cudgel, he was about to inflict the finishing blow upon 
Frederic. Tl is certainly creditable to the benevolence 
of Douglas, that he threw over-board his non-resistance 
for himself, bnt for a friend ; though the beaten per- 
whom he had supposed to be White, proved to bean- 

This was the most brazen, dare-devil mob I,ever 
knew. They perpetrated their damning deeds before 
all the people, and in the light of a noon-day’s sun; 
and then, before leaving town, paraded themselves on 
horseback through its principal streets. I have since 
been told, that they passed through an adjacent village, 
n returning to their dens, shouting, “Hallelujah,” and 
Glory to God”; proving themselves a pious mob.— 
Some have expressed surprise at the report, that several 
of them belong to the Methodist and Baplist churches. 
One of them, we were told had been “ dipped” only 
three weeks previously. But why should they not be 
in sweet fellowship with those churches ? The aboli¬ 
tionists have convicted both these sects, in common with 
all the other large sects in the country, of giving their 
deliberate sanction to wholesale prostitution, theft, rob- 
y, piracy, and murder. I should have been surprised, 
the rather to find such an aggregation of base wretches 
without the “ bulwarks of American slavery,” as James 
G. Birney has most justly denominated “ the American 
Churches.”

LETTER FROM INDIANA. 

Camden, Jay County, Sept. 19th, 1843. 

ie anti-slavery public al the East, have been kept 

of the “Hundred Conventions” in the West. To 
this information they are entitled, both from the interest 
which they feel in this movement, and because a .' 
portion of them are, by their contributions, strictly 
cerned in its progress. The large circulation of the 
Standard, seems to make it a proper medium for occasion¬ 
al communication with the eastern abolitionists, who 
will overlook, I hope, the want of a better correspondent, 
who, by the by, can only snatch lime for writing, from 
the intervals for rest, in their interest in the actions 
their agents. 

Our second convention in Indiana, has just closed 
the little village from which I date this letter.

Nothing would give rne more pleasure than to accept your 
very kind invitation, to partake with you and my friend, 
Mr. Hunter, of the public dinner you propose to give him 
in King Will iam, on the 29lh instant. But, I regret to say, 
I have been detained necessarily so long from home and 
business, by family affliction', that it will not. be in my 
power to enjoy the pleasure which I know I should feel 
in a short interchange of sentiments with the “democra- - 
tic citizens” of your county. 

I shall assuredly continue to Oppose every measure in 
Congress deemed by me “detrimental to the whole coun¬ 
try,” and particularly those obviously injurious “to that 
section in which welive.” From the movements of Great 
Britain abroad, particularly on the relations of Mexico 
and Texas, and of the latter to the United States, and 
from combinations of political abolitionists—for they are 
divided now into political and religious—at home, I fore¬ 
see the most imminent dangers lo our Southern institu¬ 
tions, tending fearfully and certainly to the subversion of 
rights founded and established by the federal constitution, 
and, of course, to a violent breach, or the destruction, I 
know not which, of that constitution itself. The foreign 
news is ominous. The debates in parliament, the ques¬ 
tions and answers of Brougham and Aberdeen, openly 
devolp the fact, khown to me for some time past, that 
Great Britain is interposing her colossal power between 
Mexico and Texas, to establish the independence of the 
latter on the condition of emancipation of her slaves, 

[ with the view, as her main object, of abolishing slavery 
the United States. This presents a new and most m 
mentous question for the democratic and American spi: 
of this nation to solve. It is not whether slavery shall 
be abolished in the North American slave States and ti 
ritories, but whether the slavery, and all the other ins 
lotions of foe United States shall be touched, disturbed, 
interfered with, in any manner, directly or indirectly, by 
Great Britain, treating with third powers, against i 
without, at least our consent, or our being even a party

ly domestic concerns ? Whilst we are contending in Vir¬ 
ginia, that our own federal government itself has not the 
power to meddle with slavery in the States, territories, or 
districts of the Union, England is officially boasting that 
attempting toabolish it throughout the North Ame- 
continent, by her intervention in the affairs of Mex¬ 
ico andTexas. Thus the question of slavery has become 
' last a national one, and no longer remains a sectional 
[question. It is no longer, shall the northern fanatics, 
but shall foreign diplomacy or foreign arms he allowed to 
[defraud or force us out of our rights? The northern 
as the southern democracy—aye, the northern 
as the southern Americanism of our people will 
this question but in one way—with one voice. 
North America belongs to republics, to freedom and the 
brave, who will defend it! Let philanthropic Icings and 
princes have and possess the worn out old world ol mon¬ 
archies, that would yoke in chains of bondage, white as 
well as black slaves—this new world belongs to a liberty 
tever known to Europe, and which Europe would de¬ 
stroy under the very pretext of emancipating slaves! 
England’s philanthrophy is the love of commerce and the 
lust of universal dominion. If she be allowed to inter¬ 
fere with African slavery in any ol its relalions touch¬ 
ing our interests or institutions on this continent, how 
long would it be before she would control some other es¬ 
tablishment besides slavery in our country ? How long 
before she would have Mexico and Texas in the condition 
she has placed old Spain? And after we have stood 
supinely by and seen heravail herself of the weakness of | 
sister republics, exhausted by wars with each other, 
nterpose in their settlement of differences; how can 
expect her not to take the lion’s share of the spoil of 
this hemisphere, as she has of all the continents, and of 
all the isles of all the seas of the world ? I dread Eng¬ 
land’s rapacity. She hales the United States; we alone 
upon earth stand in the way of her domination ; she is 
wise, crafty, and hypocritical, and has a party of fanatics 
among ourselves, composed of partly political, and partly 
religious, crusaders against our constitution and forms of! 
government, to aid her power, unparalleled in the history

FOR HOUSEKEEPERS AND FARMERS; 

Pickling Cucumbers.—A correspondent of the 
New England Farmer gives an efficacious method 
of pickling cucumbers, which he learned from ; 
old sea-captain in the West Indies. The receipt 
very simple, and the superiority of pickles cured 
by its direction, has been tested by many years’ 
perience. They are neither affected by age, ? 

, or climate. The following is the receipt ; 

To each hundred of cucumbers, put a pint of) 
salt, and pour in boiling water sufficient to cover 
the whole. Cover them tight, to prevent, the steam 
from escaping, and in this condition let them stand 
for twenty-four hours They are then to be taken 
out, and after being wiped perfectly dry, (care being 
taken that the skin is not broken,) placed in the jar 
in which they are to be kept. Boiling vinegar it 
then to he put on them, the jar closed tight, ant' ' 
a fortnight, delicious, bard pickles are produced, 
green as the day they were upon the vines. ' 
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The Cranberry .—There are four species of ert 
berry enumerated in the Hortus Britannic.vs —t 
most important of which are the long-fruited ers 
berry (O.rycoccus macrocarpus,) and the red-fruited 
-cranberry, ( O.rycoccvs erythrocarpus,) both indige¬ 
nous to the United States. They are the produce 
of 9warop lands only; but' the idea that they will 
not bear transplanting, is erroneous; for they have 
been transplanted from this country to England. 

Mr. H. Hall, of Barnstable, Mass, lias been 
gaged for twenty years or more in the cultivation of) 
this fruit, and his grounds have averaged for the 
last ten years, seventy bushels per acre, and some 
seasons lie has had one hundred bushels. Mr. F. 
A. Hayden, of Lincoln, Mass, gathered from his 
farm four hundred bushels of cranberries, which he 
sold in Boston for $600. 

It is well known that cranberries are capable of 
.being transplanted to Europe, without suffering by 
the voyage. American cranberries are frequently 
sold in London at $8 per bushel, as fresh as when 
first gathered from the marshes. This information 
may be worth the attenlion of those who have 
marshy or brook land, as a matter of profit. 

Cranberries may be raised from seeds, or offset 
root suckers, creeping roots, and trailing rooting 
stalks. Those also growing with several rooted 
stalks and branches, may be divided in the root and 
top in separate plants, in which way they succeed 
very well. The seeds should be sown, where that 
melliod is pursued, in autumn, as soon as they s 
ripe, in a shady place, or where the plants are 
grow and remain ; and when the young plants t.. 
they should be kept clean, and lie removed 
i earth about their roots, as there may be ocea- 
The offsets and root-plants may be set oul 
le same season, in a soil resembling that in 
which they naturally grow. — The Naturalist. 


To Eradicate Corns .—Every one knows that the' 

rfsce of the body is covered above the true skin, 
by the cuticle, or scarf skin. This is a thin mem- 
hrane, save when it is exposed to pressure and rub¬ 
bing, (friction.) In this case it becomes much thick¬ 
ened and hardened, as on the soles of the feet 
the palms of .the hands. And it is not unworthy of| 
remark, that the induration is in direct proportion to 
the exigency of nature. But. there is a morbid' in¬ 
duration when the pressure exceeds, or is applied 
where it is not necessary. In this case the distin¬ 
guished name of corns have been applied to the dis¬ 
eased parts. 

Every one who has seen a poultice applied, has 
felt the effect of softening, generally of detaching 
the cuticle. Now, let a poultice of such size and 
consistency as will preserve its moisture around the 
part, be applied to the offending com at bed-time, 
on the following morning the greater part of the in¬ 
durated cuticle, (the corn,) may be removed by the:

Everett, for that purpose. Every encouragement had 
been given by the Britisli ministry, and it was ho¬ 
ped by Mr. Lownds that he would be able to leave 
with Iris prisoner for New-York in the next steam¬ 
er. There are now about thirteen thousand dollars 
stopped, which had passed through Reed’s hands, 
and which, it is supposed, are secured. 

The Warsaw (Ill.) Message states that Mr. Ben¬ 
nett, of that place, on Sunday went up to Nauvoo 
with the intention of attaching himself to the 
“ Saints,” but instead of being well received, Jo 
Smith gave him a caning. He went home and ap¬ 
plied to Justice Rockwell for a warrant to arrest the 
prophet, but it had not befell issued on Wednesday.
